HM She said that the suspect's ‘andere not at the location. Sergeant 
Lindblom directed Witness land other occupants fo stay indoors during the 


canine search of the property. 
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When the other team members arrived, the search team was briefed on the above facts 
and provided a photograph of the wanted suspect, as well as a photograph of his brother, 
Gerardo. He said the plan was to search the property first, then conduct a probation 
search of Suspect Manuel Zuniga’s residence, the rear duplex. And if needed, possibly 
bring in another canine to search the block. Refer to Exhibit C, for the photographs used 
during the search. 


Sergeant Lindblom stated the canine was released and went down the driveway and 
angled off the rear corner of the lf—fllduplex, out of sight. He said as the team followed 
behind the canine and approached the rear corner of theliduplex, the area opened up 
to a patio area and he heard yelling coming from an open shed located to the rear of the 

duplex. After clearing the patio area and upon getting to the ies Sergeant 
Lindblom saw the canine biting an older male who was on a bunk bed. Deputy Amann 
called his canine off the male, Witness-Injured Party 


Sergeant Lindblom said Witness was bleeding significantly from his left arm with 
a canine dite at the elbow area. He requested paramedics to respond while the team 
members continued to clear the property. Through a Spanish interpreter, Sergeant 
Lindblom interviewed Witness He told Sergeant Lindblom that he did not hear any 
canine announcements because he was asleep and listening to his music. 


Witness [Was transported to Long Beach Memorial Hospital. When Sergeant 
Lindblom arrived at the hospital, he was told Witness Miina sustained a fracture to 
his left arm, and would require surgery either that night or the next day to clean out the 
canine wounds. He said Wines Bas given morphine and was unable to converse. 
Sergeant Lindblom was unable to photograph Witness {injuries as it had been 
heavily bandaged and hospital staff recommended that it not be opened. 


Sergeant Lindblom stated he re-contacted Witness MA She stated she had 
forgotten about him and that he lived in the shed. Sergeant Lindblom stated when Mr. 

yelled and screamed, it took 15-20 seconds to safely get to the shed where Deputy 
Amann ordered his canine off his bite.
